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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendnnent to clainn 6 raises the issue of possible new matter and at best requires further consideration 
that goes beyond a courtesy review extended After Final amendments including a new search. For applicant's benefit, it appears 
applicant's arguments are directed towards statements of intended use that do not define over the art of record including the APA since 
pin 17 does indeed have a coolant collision portion inherently capable of performing the intended use of "increases pressure drop of the 
coolant during a scram". Additionally, although applicant argues pin 17 "does not interfere with the flow of coolant flowing in the drain 
hole 15 in the direction P" it is noted that direction P is NOT the direction coolant flows during a scram. It appears the proposed 
amendment to claim 9 would make the claim allowable as stated in the 6/6/05 Office action . 
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
